Locke’s office in Beirut, Leb- 
anon, announced the resignation 
today, without giving the reasons. 
The White House confirmed the 
announcement but also withheld 
comment. 

Locke has been here this week 
conferring with State Department 
officials and is due to take off 
from New York by plane later to- 
day to return temporarily to Bei- 
rut. The resignation is effective 
Jan, 1. 

He has resigned primarily be- 
cause of differences with Wash- 
ington over the scope and speed 
of American aid to four Arab 
countries—Egypt, Lebanon, Syria 
and Jordan—it was learned here 
today. 

Locke favors a speedup and a 
major increase in aid to these 
countries and a shift to new types 
of assistance, such as financial 
support for public works projects. 

Has Criticized U.S. Policy. 

He has been increasingly criti- 
cal in recent weeks, both privately 
and publicly, of Washington’s fail- 
ure to adopt his views. 

He strongly criticized American 
policy in a speech in Beirut a 
week ago today and put forward 
his own program for the Near 
East, saying he had submitted 
his plans to Congress and that he 
thought it would adopt them. 

Locke made his speech without 
clearing it in advance with Wash- 
ington, officials here said at the 
time, and Locke has since con- 
firmed this, declaring that he saw 
and still sees no need to obtain 
advance clearance. 

He had been recalled to Wash- 
ington “for consultation” even 
before the Beirut speech, because 
of his previous criticism of policy. 

Locke arrived in Washington 
Monday and left for New York, 
Wednesday. While in Washing- 
ton he conferred with David K. E. 
Bruce, under secretary of state, 
and Assistant Secretary Henry A. 
Byroade, He did not see Presi- 
dent: Truman..or Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, however. 

Officials who declined to be 
identified acknowledged that 
Locke’s resignation is due -to 
policy differences. Locke spoke 
at some length today about his 
policy views with a Washington 
correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch by telephone from New 
York before his scheduled de- 
parture for Beirut. 

$500,000,000 Program Urged. 

Locke advocates a $500,000,000 
program of public works for 
Egypt, Lebanon, Syria and Jor- 
dan, Two thirds of the cost of 
the program would be provided 
by the Arabs themselves, the In- 
ternational Bank, the Export-

The program would consist of 
what Locke calls “growth proj- 
ects” for the development of 
transportation and river valleys. 

“Such a development program, 
shaped to the needs of the oil- 
lacking Arab states, would be in 
addition to, and in no sense a 
substitute for, existing arrange- 
ments for aid,” Locke said in his 
Beirut speech last week. 

“I believe this new proposal to 
be realistic and workable. While 
concentrated in a few countries, 
directly and indirectly it would 
benefit the entire Near East. It 
is so designed that if it meets 
with the approval of the United 
States Congress and the Arab 
states, it can swiftly be put into 
action with construction on some 
projects starting next summer.”

LAST RETURNS IN, VOTE 
IN PRESIDENTIAL RACE 
IS A RECORD 61,547,861 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP) 
HE official vote for Presi- 
dent on Nov. 4 was a rec- 
ord-smashing 61,547,861. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
winning popular vote total was 
33,927,549. Gov. Adlai E. Ste- 
venson got 27,311,316, Other 
parties polled 308,996. 

Eisenhower's plurality was 
6,616,233. 

The total vote for President 
Was 11,727,549 more than the 
previous record of 49,820,312 
in 1940. It exceeded the 1948 
pe of 48,688,289 by 12,850,- 
572. 

The figures were disclosed 
today in an Associated Press 
tabulation of the final official 
findings in the last four states 
to report—California, Penn- 
sylvania, Rhode Island, and 
West Virginia. 

The report confirmed the 
earlier unofficial results show- 
ing Eisenhower carried 39 
states with.

it says is strictly a domestic issue 
and announced it also would shun 
any airing of the Moroccan issue. 


Debate in Moderate Tone. 


Despite the tension that has led 
to violence and bloodshed in Tu- 
nisia and Morocco, the debate in 
the committee was marked by 
moderate declarations of hope 
that the two parties could come 
to terms and that France would 
give the Tunisians more self-rule. 

The Asian-Arab bloc, although 
charging that the situation in 
North Africa threatens interna- 
tional peace, toned down its de- 
mands in a resolution urging 
France to “establish normal con- 
ditions and normal civil liberties 
in Tunisia” (a veiled demand for 
the lifting of martial law), and 
asking France and the Tunisians 
to resume negotiations under the 
assistance of the proposed U.N. 
commission. 

As the debate progressed, how- 
ever, it became apparent that the 
Asian-Arab resolution had little 
hope of adoption.. 

The United States, Canada and 
New Zealand threw their sup- 
port to the more moderate reso- 
lution introduced yby 11 Latin 
American nations. 

White Russia said yesterday it 
would support the’ Arab-Asian 
resolution, indicating that all five 
Soviet bloc votes would go to that 
proposal. 


ISRAELI CAPTAIN 
DENIES THREATS 
TO SINK HIS SHIP 


MONTREAL, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
Capt. Adan Graetz says reports 
that he threatened to scuttle his 
Israeli merchant ship unless his 
father was made Israel’s commu- 
nications minister are “complete 
fabrication and unfounded ru- 
mors.” But, he adds, he’s not go- 
ing to check into it further, 

The 24-year-old skipper was 
brought ashore by a tug in Hali- 
fax Wednesday night from the 
5686-ton freighter Abraham 
Graetz, which is owned by his 
father.

Graetz’s father, J. R. Graetz, 
flew Wednesday from New’ York 
to Montreal, where he met his 
son. A’ psychiatrist and a doctor 
were on hand all day. 

Last night the younger Graetz 
saw reporters and denied he had 
threatened the radio operator or 
challenged the Israeli government.

BONN SOCIALISTS 
VOW 10 REPUDIATE 
PACTS WITH WEST 


Party Pledges Disavowal 
if It Wins in 1953, 
Calls for Vote Now on 
European Army. 


BONN, Dec. 12 (AP)—Erich 
Ollenhauer, chairman of the pow- 
erful Socialist party, declared to- 
day his party will refuse to 
recognize West Germany’s treat- 
ies of alliance with the West if 
it comes to power in next year’s 
national elections. 

Olienhauer demanded new 
elections immediately to give the 
German people a chance to vote 
for or against the © proposed 
European army, to which Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer’s govern- 
ment has agreed to contribute 
500,000 German soldiers. 

The leader of the opposition 
party announced he would ask 
the federal Parliament for a vote 
of censure against Adenauer for 
what he called “manipulations 
with the supreme court” to get 
the treaties ratified by the 
present Parliament. 

Addressing 200 German and 
foreign correspondents at a news 
conference, Ollenhauer de- 
nounced both the proposed SIx- 
nation European Defense Com- 
munity and the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. He said both 
were inadequate and would be 
unfair to Germany. 

Ollenhauer declared his party 
favored German participation in 
the free world’s defense, but con- 
tended the present schemes were 
all wrong. He demanded the 
creation of an entirely new mu- 
tual defense system “in which 
Germany will be treated as a 
truly equal partner.” 

In the Bundastag yesterday the 
Socialists charged Adenauer with 
trying to put pressure on the 
West German high court to force 
approval of the Allied-German 
peace pact and the six-nation Eu- 
ropean agreement. 

In an answer last night, Aden- 
auer denied he had pressured 
Federal President Theodor Heuss 
to make him withdraw from the 
court his request for an advisory 
opinion on the constitutionality 
of the treaties. He said—as the 
President himself has said—that 
Heuss acted on his own initiative 
and of his own free will. 

Heuss withdrew his request 
Wednesday less than 24 hours 
after the court ruled that its 
finding in his case concerning 
the constitutionality of the trea- 
ties would be binding in test 
cases to be heard later.

A suit brought by 39 Negro 
chiiren and their parents, charg- 
ing that the Kirkwood Board of 
Education did not provide them 
with educational opportunities 
‘equal to those available to white 
svudents, was dismissed by United 
States District Judge George H. 
| Moore today. 

Judge Moore held that the 
plaintiffs had not established that 
their rights, as guaranteed by the 
federal and state constitutions 
and by the laws of Missouri, had 
been denied them because of 
“their race or color.” 

“Plaintiffs have not established, 
by competent and substantial evi- 
dence, that the educational facili- 
ties, opportunities and advantages 
furnished white pupils in the de- 
fendant district were being de- 
nied Negro pupils,” Judge Moore 
said. 

On the other hand, he stated it 
appeared that the plaintiffs and 
others within the Kirkwood dis- 
trict have been provided with 
“substantially equal’ educational 
facilities, opportunities and ad- 
vantages. 

The suit, filed Dec. 13, 1950, 
charged that 6nly one school was 
provided for Negroes, forcing 
many children to go long dis- 
tances to attend classes and to 
cross heavily traveled streets, 
streetcar tracks and _ railroad 
crossings. 

Named as defendants, in addi- 
tion to the board of education, 
were the board of directors of 
the school system and Superin- 
tendent of Schools Floyd H. 
Hendricks.

SEOUL, Dec, 12 (UP)—Weary 
South Koréan infantrymen re- 
captured Big and Little Nori hills 
on the western front today only 
to lose them three hours later to 
700 screaming Chinese. 


The Communist attacks on both 
hills hit the Republic of Korea 
troops in the moonless dark about 
6:20 p.m. after a thunderous Red 
artillery barrage. 


South Korean troops had won 
Little Nori hill at 3:50 p.m. in 
their sixth counter-attack of the 
day. Others ROKs crept north- 
ward to Big Nori hill nearby and 
assaulted the peak from the side 
while the Communists were pre- 
paring to reinforce retreating 
Reds on Little Nori. The South 
Koreans drove the Chinese from 
Big Nori at 4:35 p.m. 


Correspondent Fred Painton re- 
ported from an outpost that Chi- 
nese commanders sent two com- 
panies against the ROKs on Big 
Nori and two other Chinése com- 
Panies against Little Nori 
simultaneous attacks tonight. 


On Big Nori, the South Korean 
defenders lasted 20 minutes 
against the Communist onslaught. 
ROK troops trying to hold Little 
Nori fell back after 18 minutes. 

Close-Quarter Fighting. 

In each fight, the Koreans held 
their posts until after the Chi- 
nese moved into the trenches for 
close-quarter combat. 

Red, green and blue flares sent 
up by the South Koreans illumi- 
nated the battlefield after the 
twin defeat to prevent unobserved 
infiltration by the Communists 
toward the U.N. main line.

IRAN OIL. ENVOY. 


TELLS US. FIRMS 


Any ‘Respectable Court’ 
Would Rule Against 
British in Suit, Ambas- 
sador Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (UP)— 
Iranian Ambassador Allah-Yar 
Saleh said today American firms 
face “no real risks” in defying the 
so-called British embargo against 
buying Iranian oil. 

He told a news conference 
“there is not the least doubt that 
any respectable court” would rule 
in favor of Iran if Britain took 
legal action against American 
buyers. 

Saleh said the State Depart- 
ment’s warning last week of legal 
risks involved in buying Iranian 
oil referred to a possible “risk of 
a lawsuit but not the risk of a 
judgment against purchases of 
Iranian oil.” 

The Ambassador cited court de- 
cisions involving the Mexican 
nationalization of oil which “ruled 
in favor of Mexico.” 

He also cited the International 
Court’s decision in favor of the 
“justice of lIran’s cause” when 
Britain sought a ruling against 
Iranian nationalization of British 
oil cqncessions.

635 SLOT MACHINES 
SEIZED ON EAST SIDE

A total of 635 slot machines 
seized by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation in East St. Louis 
last March were ordered returned 
to the owners today by United 
States District Judge Casper 
Platt, at Danville, Ill. He ruled 
that the Government had failed 
to prove the owners were subject 
to prosecution under the Johns- 
ton Act. 

In his opinion, Judge Platt said 
the gambling devices were not 
subject to federal seizure because 
the owners had not been proven 
to be dealers.

KINNEY 1S -CHOICE'BILLY COOK, KILLER 


OF 6, EXECUTED 
AT SAN QUENTIN 


Murdered Five Mem- 
bers of Illinois Family 
and Seattle Man. 


SAN QUENTIN, Calif., Dec. 12 
(UP)—E. (Billy) Cook, murderer 
of six persons, was executed in 
San Quentin’s gas chamber today. 

He entered the prison's green- 
walled gas chamber at 10:03 a.m. 
and was strapped into the cham- 
ber’s. heavy wooden chair. The 
lethal cyanide pellets were 
dropped. He was pronounced dead 
at 10:13 a.m. 

Today's execution ended in its 
twenty-fifth year the life of a 
man whose defiant creed was— 
“I hate their guts, everybody.” 
The Joplin, Mo., “mad dog” had 
his epitaph tattooed across his 
knuckles. It read: “Hard luck.” 

Cook’s brief career of murder 
and kidnaping brought death to 
an Atwood, Ill., family of five, 
and a Seattle salesman. 

- Cook was taken to the gas cham- 
ber by three guards. He walked 
with his eyes closed.

area, said it plans to “keep check 


on such non-co-operative firms.” 
Possibility of Union Action. 


Nicholas M. Blassie, secretary- 
treasurer of the council, said the 
locals “could do lots of things” 
against firms that insist on mak- 
ing and handling non-inspected 
food. One possibility he mentioned 
was that unions might abrogate 
their contracts with any such firm. 

In its resolution, the council 
called upon the Food and Drug 
Administration to give “wide pub- 
licity” to firms refusing to permit 
reasonable inspection. 

“The inspection program is the 
key to enforcement of the 1938 
Food and Drug Act, designed to 
protect the life and health of the 
American consumer from tainted 


and dangerous drugs 


ming Congress 
food and drug law so that Govern- 
ment inspectors may enter plants 
without the owner’s permission. 

It also advocated incorporating 
into a revised law recommenda- 
tions made by a House committee 
following an 18-month investiga- 
tion into the food and drug in- 
dustries. 

A principal recommendation of 
the House committee, supported 
by the AFL council, would require 
thorough testing of chemicals be- 
fore their use in food, drugs and 
cosmetics. -. 

The council] said it would notify 
its affiliates of the “nature and 
products” of non-co-operative 
firms. : 

Furthermore, it stated, it will 
keep union members engaged in 
distribution work in the food in- 
dustry “advised of these facts so 
that they can inform their cus- 
tomers of these circumstances if 
and when their advice on the 
product is requested.” 

Copies of the Food Council’s 
resolution were sent to United 
States Senators from Missouri and 
Illinois, and to other AFL af- 
filiates.

The court, to make sure he 
never would be released, sen- 
tenced him to a total of 300 years 
in Alcatraz federal prison.

off his creditors. Karst repaid 
the loan. The $25,000 payment to 
Waechter by Streett*& Co. was 
first disclosed by the Post-Dis- 
patch last Feb. 22.

Signs Field Commanders May 
Have Urged New Drive. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
There were some signs today 
that field commanders in Korea 
may have urged upon President- 
elect Eisenhower a new offensive 
toward the Yalu river, preceded 
by a buildup of United States 
and Asian forces. 


Field officers urged such a 
drive when nine members of the 
House Armed Services Commit- 
tee visited Korea in September. 
The same arguments may have 
been repeated to Eisenhower; the 
situation has changed little in the 
last three months. 


Representative Short (Rep.), 
Missouri, chairman-designate of 
the committee, told a reporter the 
House group left Korea convinced 
that Allied forces had to win 
North Korea to insure an Asiatic 
peace, 

“A country divided against it- 
self cannot stand,” Short said. 
“Unless Korea is reunited, you’re 
going to have continual trouble 
in all of Asia. 

“If there were a-truce today in 
Korea, we would have to keep 
American troops in that country 
for years to protect our South Ko- 
rean friends.” 

Short said field commanders 
were convinced they could mount 
an effective attack with some 
more American forces, bulwarked 
by the maximum number of 
equipped South Koreans’ and 
some Chinese Nationalists.

CASABLANCA, French Moroe- 
co, Dec. 12 (AP)—Armored troops, 
aircraft and police were out in 
force today to guard against new 
disturbances in violence -torn 
Morocco as the protectorate’s 
Moslems celebrated their sabbath. 

Security forces were on the 
‘ alert all over Morocco but the 
greatest show of strength was mo- 
bilized in this Atlantic port city. 
Seven or eight Europeans and 
many Moroccans already have 
been killed in five days of riots 


and demonstrations. 

The narrow crowded streets of 
the native quarter were heavily 
patrolied and police moved 
‘ Quickly to break up any gather- 
ings. 

One Arab was killed and two 
others seriously wounded last 
night in Rabat, the protectorate’s 
capital, 55 miles northeast of this 
industrial and commercial center. 
The shootings occurred when oc- 
cupants of an automobile opened 
fire on a group of passersby, then 
sped away. Authorities said there 
was no immediate explanation of 
the incident, 

Earlier, a stone-throwing mob 
estimated at 2000 Moroccans 
fought briefly with police and 
soldiers at the entrance to Ra- 
bat’s European quarter. The se- 
curity forees fought back with 
nightsticks. 


In a radio address last night, { 


French Resident General Augus- 
tin Guillaume asserted France 
had accomplished much good in 
Morocco and said that “bad coun- 
selors” were trying to lead the 
Moroccans along an evil path. 

The Pasha of Rabat, the Arab 
official in that section, also called 
on his followers in a radio speech 
to forget thoughts of violence and 
return to peaceful pursuits. 

In Algeria, the French posses- 
sion farther to the east, 17 politi- 
cal and labor agitators arrested 
last Sunday were sentenced today 
to terms of three months to a 
year. 

In Tunisia, still farther to the 
east demonstrators fired a rifle 
into a restaurant where policemen 
were eating. Others threw gre- 
nades and shot at a military truck. 

Throughout the whole African 
area, especially in Tunisia and 
Morocco, the tension continued. 


High Moslem Reported Urging 
Holy War Against France. 
CAIRO, Dec. 12 (AP)—The in- 
dependent Cairo newspaper Al 
Ahram said today the mufti of 
Egypt, one of the highest religious 
authorities of the Moslem world, 
has called on all Islamic peoples 
to make holy war against France. 
The newspaper said the mufti, 
Sheikh Hassanein Mohamed 
Makhlouf, issued his appeal be- 
cause of alleged French atrocities 
in Morocco and Tunisia. 
Meanwhile, the Moslem Broth- 
erhood, the Socialist party, the 
Fellah party and the Arab Libera- 
tion Committee called a protest 
meeting tonight to “condemn 
French policy in North Africa.”

Proposals for Presidential Pre- 
ferential Primaries to Be 
Offered in Missouri. 


CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Dec. 
12 (AP)—A. proposal for presi- 
dential preferential primaries in 
Missouri will be introduced in the 
legislature when it convenes next 
month, two southeast Missouri 
legislators announced yesterday. 

Copies of the proposed measure 
have been prepared. Senator Al- 
bert M. Spradling Jr., of Cape 
Girardeau and Representative 
Warren E. Hearns of Charleston, 
both Democrats, said they would 
introduce identical bills, 

The primaries would be held on 
the second Tuesday of May in 
presidential elettion years. 

To qualify, a candidate would be 
required to file a declaration of 
intent and pay a $100 filing fee 
by the second Tuesday in March. 
He also would be required to file 
a list of Missouri supporters who 
would act as a committee in his 
behalf. 

Delegates and aiternates to na- 
tional party conventions would 
be determined by the popular 
vote in each congressional dis- 
trict. Each candidate for the presi- 
dential nominations entering the 
primaries would have a slate of 
proposed delegates and alternates 
to his party’s national convention. 


Under present law, delegates 
and alternetes to the national con- 
ventions are selected at party 
conventions in the state. Some 
are sent to the national conven- 
tion with instructions on how to 
vote, and others are uninstructed.

Company Denies Claims, 

Warren contends the commis- 
sion miscalculated cost figures 
and misinterpreted the law so as 
to give United States Lines an 
excessively generous subsidy. Of- 
ficials of the line have argued 
the contract was proper and that 
the Government’s share of the 
cost was not exorbitant.

ETHICS IMPROVING 
IN GOVERNMENT, 


EDUCATOR SAYS 


Ethical standards in govern- 
ment, despite recent scandals, are 
higher than they used to be, and 
the overwhelming majority of 
public officials are honest, loyal 
and conscientious, Paul Stein- 
bicker, director of the department 
of governrhent at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, asserted yesterday. 

Addressing a meeting of Te 
Deum International, organization 
of Catholic mén, at Peoria, Il]., he 
declared: “Many feel sure that 
ethical standards in government, 
though still far from perfect, are 
at least as high as ethical stand- 
ards in the business world and in 
other walks of life. Past history, 
replete with revelations of gross 
corruption, both public and pri- 
vate, leads to such a conclusion.” 

The bigness of government, 
which makes most of its activi- 
ties impersonal, is the underlying 
cause of ‘trouble, Steinbicker con- 
tinued. 

Among defects he listed basic 
jegalism—the assumption that 
“whatever is legal is also moral”; 
a popular inclination to “pres- 
sure” representatives; ‘patronage 
in key positions, and a tendency 
to favor specialists over persons 
with broad, liberal training. 


UNIFORM CENSOR 
PLAN ADOPTED BY 
ARMED SERVICES 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 12 (AP) 
—A new, uniform system of cen- 
sorship for all the Armed Forces 
soon will become effective in 
Korea. It also would apply 
wherever Amerfcan forces be- 
come involved in any war. 

The new regulations were an- 
nounced yesterday by the Armed 
Forces. 

Officials said they bring into 
one order most of the separate 
rules and practices enforced by 
the various services in the past. 

Most significant change is 
placing field press censorship di- 
rectly under the public informa- 
tion agencies of the services. In- 
telligence and other staff units 
have had this authority. 

Although designed primarily 
for overseas theaters of war, the 
regulations provide that censor- 
ship may be enforced within the 
continental United States on 
orders by the President or Sec- 
retary of Defense if the country 
has been or is about to be in- 
vaded. 

“It is emphasized,” the regula- 
tions said, “that field press cen- 
sorship is exercised for security 
only, and that news material will 
not be deleted or stopped on

Legislative Session Proposal 
Had 197,473 Majority, School

JEFFERSON CITY, Dee. 12— 
Two constitutional amendments 
adopted by Missouri voters in the 
Nov. 4 general election, one lim- 


sions and the other liberalizing 
the bond-voting powers of public 
school districts, carried by ma- 
jorities of 197,000 or more, the 
official state election canvass 
disclosed today. 

Amendment No. 1, on legisla- 
tive sessions, received 638,147 
aye votes and 440,674 noes, a ma- 
jority of 197,473. Only a simple 
majority of the votes cast is re- 
quired for adoption-of an amend- 
ment to the state Constitution. 

This amendment, which became 
effective at once upon its adop- 
tion in the election, limits the 
length of regular sessions of the 
Legislature to not more than five 
months, and special sessions to 
not more than 60 days. It also 
authorizes payment of expenses, 
up to $10 a day, to legislators for 
each day of actual attendance at 
sessions, regular or special, in ad- 
dition to the regular salary of 
$125 a month for the legislator’s 
entire term.

“There is no easy or early so- 
lution of the Korean situation. 
To the contrary, I have said that 
this war into which our vacillat- 
ing leadership took us unpre- 
pared, is one part of a global 
oe which must eventually 

solved on a world-wide basis. 

“Pending other solutions, I have 
for a long time advocated step- 
ping up the training of Republic 
of Korea troops in far greater 
numbers. Such a program is in 
our interest, gradually to lessen 
the drain on our manpower, and 
. dn the interest of the Korean re- 
public. In fact, the Korean am- 
bassador has said, ‘Give us the 
guns and spare your sons.’ 

“Had a ROK training and arm-

There must have been about 20 of us Westerners who attended 
it. Later, it turned out that very few were Catholics. Several Pro- 
testants came along to see how free the Catholic church is in the 


new China. 


First of all, the whole thing 
looked shady to me. So many 
people were taking an unprece- 
dented interest in this mass. 
Then, there was such a scatter- 
ing of traffic policemen, such a 
waving of flags, torches and ban- 
ners that I couldn’t help feeling 
suspicious. When such emphasis 
is laid on liberty, such liberty 
usually doesn’t exist. Liberty 
does not need to be proved with 
such fanfare. 

The Holy Savior Cathedral is 
presided over by Cardinal Tsin, 
who has been in Rome since Mao 
Tse-tyng came to power. Have 
the priests of the cathedral re- 
mained faithful to Rome, or have 
they gone over to the side of the

Can you say that religion has 
completely disappeared in Com- 
munist China?

This church was watched by a 
guard who wore a Red star. 


I went there one Saturd4y 
morning and asked to see the 
parish priest, a Chinese. As the 
conversation took place before a 
third person, I asked only very or- 
dinary questions, such as the 
hours of the mass, the numer of 
Catholics in the parish and the 
like. 

I went to mass there on two 
Sundays. The guard with the 
Red star was at the door and 
seemed to be keeping a check 
on the people who went in and 
out. Each Sunday there were 
between 150 and 200 persons 
present. 

Confessions® were held during 
mass, and there were a fair num- 
ber of people who took com- 
munion; not only old people, but 

‘young children and adolescents. 

here seemed to be a very sincere 
piety among the people present. 

There, again, it isn’t easy to 
know if this was a Catholic church 
which was tolerated or a reformed 
church. But I must say that, by 
all outward signs, it seemed to be

I wanted to find out from the 
Chinese themselves the reasons 
why they had expelled the mis- 
sionaries. J’ll give you, for what 
rng are worth, the answers I 
ot. 

First, the missionaries have 
made the mistake of being for- 
eigners. In the new China this 
is a capital sin. The Chinese 
under Mao Tse-tung are even 
more ferociously nationalistic 
than those under Chiang Kai- 
shek. This hatred of foreigners 
is nothing new. It has always 
been present, in one form or 
another, in the 4000 years of 
China’s history. 

Although Buddhism was im- 
ported from India almost 2000 
years ago, it is still considered 
something of a foreign religion. 
It is not strange, therefore, that 
Christianity, which still is so’ 
young in China, has affected less 
than 1 per cent of the Chinese 
people. 

White Means Exploiter. 
Missionaries are - white, and 
white is synonymous with ex- 
ploiter. Business men and indus- 
trialists from America and 
Europe who set up shop in China 
did not make Christian civilization 
look its best. They are the white 
men who introduced opium and 
prostitution to China. 

Most of these Western mer- 
chants cleared out of the country 
with Chiang Kai-shek. The only 
ones who stayed behind were the 
missionaries and the injured. 

As a final point, it must be 
said that the Chinese government 
is a Marxist government and, 
therefore, officially atheistic. It 
is not surprising that it treats re- 
ligion the same way the other 
people’s democracies do. The first 
victims, of course, are the mis- 
sionaries, but the Chinese clergy 
has its own trouble. 

No matter what happens, it 
looks as if the missionary era has 
been interrupted, at least for 
some time. This is as true for 
Protestants as it is for Catholics. 
The few hundred missionaries 
still left in China will be deported 
—next month, or next year. This 
fact is obvious if you talk about 
it with any one of the Chinese 
authorities. 

All this doesn’t mean that 
Christianity is destined to dis- 
appear in China, but certainly its 
expansion is going to be delayed 
for a long time. 


U.S. COLONEL MADE 
ATTACHE IN RUSSIA, 
REPLACES GENERALS 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 12 (AP)— 
The Army has sent a colonel as 


its new attache at the American 
embassy in Moscow. The last two 
officers to hold the post were 
major generals. 

Col. Earl L. Mickelson arrived 
in Moscow in October. An in- 
quiry at the Pentagon yesterday 
disclosed he had received his or- 
ders last summer but the Army 
had not made any announcement 
of the assignment. 

Mickelson took the place of 
Maj. Gen. Harry J. Collins, who 
served as the military representa- 
tive only three months before re- 
turning here in June for medical 
treatment. 

Before Collins, Maj. Gen. Rob- 
ert W. Grow was the attache. 
Grow later was convicted and rep- 
rimanded by a court martial for 
writing secret information in a 
diary he kept while in Russia, The 
diary fell into the hands of So- 
viet agents during a visit Grow 
made to Germany in 1951. 

Mickelson was a battalion artil- 
lery commander in Europe in 
World War II. He served with 
headquarters of the military dis- 
trict of Washington here before 
going to Russia.

WASHINGTON, Dec.12. 
ICE PRESIDENT - ELECT 
V nixon has returned to this 
fair city from the inaugura- 
tion of the president of Mexico 
and is quite clearly searching for 
some important work to do. This 
is a problem to which the found- 
ing fathers, generally so provi- 
dent, gave little constructive at- 
tention in the constitution. 


Because Senator Nixon is not 
too widely admired here, in part 
because his soaring ambitions 
are so obvious, his dilemma is 
being viewed rather ‘unsym- 
pathetically, even with derision, 
in some circles. He still re- 
mains an elected vice president, 
one heartbeat from the presi- 
dency after Jan. 20 next. 


Thus the prospect of adding ig- 
norance of great affairs to what 
other liabilities he may possess 
can appeal only to those who are 
convinced he is beyond the pale. 
In his Mexican journey, Nixon 
was following old custom. Presi- 
dents have frequently assigned 
their vice presidents to such de- 
tails. It is still a fact that ex- 
perience as a kind of glorified 
Grover Whalen, even on an inter- 
national scale, is not the hest 
preparation for possible sudden 
accession to the presidency. 


Friends of the new vice: presi- 
dent have been giving some earn- | 
est thought to how his consider- 
able energies and active mind 
might be utilized. They realize 
that under the system, it is not 
easy for the President, even if 
he wishes, to provide-real work, 
not boondoggling, for the vice 
president. They still think Nixon 
should be kept well advised on 
policy and his interest stimulated 
in responsible statesmanship. 


His Achievements Cited. 


Being his friends, they are nat- 
urally prepared te assert that he 
will develop maturity and sobriety 
under such training. They point 
to his excellent school record and 
achievement to date — certainly 
very considerable—as proof. 


One idea that they have come 
up with is that he might be as- 
signed to be directing head of the 
National Security Council. This 
agency correlates international 
policy at the highest level for the 
information and guidance of the 
President. It performed valiently 
when in the hands of the modest 


who last week recéived from 
Truman a truly earned Distin- 
guished Service Medal, 

It has since been permitted to 
subside, more or less, as it slipped 
into lesser hands. It. is a harsh 
fact of practical government here 
that an agency to be truly effec- 
tive must have not just an able, 
honest chief but one able to hold 
his own in the political jungle. 
“If you turn your back for 10 
minutes, they pull your chair out 
from under you,” one Potomac 
veteran put it. 


Another factor that militates 
against assignment of important 
duties to the Vice President is 
the endemic bureaucratic jeal- 
ousy. Nobody will surrender an 
iota of his powers; practically 
everybody spends a great deal of 
time making sure that their pow- 
ers are not chipped away. 

This incidentally applies to 
Congress, doubled and in spades. 
For example, when Senator Nixon 
told reporters his present aim 
was to start his role as liaison

OTH President-elect Dwight Eisenhower and Secretary of State- 


designate John Foster Dulles have been honestly appalled by the 
peculiar way the American government arrives at great decisions 
of foreign and defense policy.

They are both determined to do something about it. 


The most significant proposal 
for doing something. about it 
which Dulles has discussed wi 

Eisenhower, has never been ade- 


quately described. What Dulles 
has in mind, albeit still rather 
tentatively, is a sort of national 
policy-planning staff, whose mem- 
bers will spend all their time and 
energy planning American strat- 
egy in the cold war. 
To grasp the significance of 
this idea, it is necessary to under- 
stand how American policy is 
now made. 

National Security Council. 
It is only fair to say that Presi- 
dent Truman actually did “do 
something about it,” when he ac- 
cepted the proposal originated by 
the late James Forrestal for a 
National Security Council. On 
the National Security Council, all 
the chief policy-making officers 
of the Government are supposed 
collectively to hammer out an 
agreed common policy, 
The National Security Council 
has been a useful device. The 
American Government has less 
of a tendency than in the past to 
pursue a half dozen mutually 
contradictory policies all at the 
same time. But the National Se- 
curity Council, although it has‘ 
helped to prevent chaos, has cer- 
tainly failed to bring order into 
the policy-making process. 
This process usually operates 
about as follows. A “policy paper” 
is originated at some point in 
the Government—perhaps in the 
State Department’s own policy 
planning staff, perhaps in the De- 
fense Department, or the Psycho- 
logical Strategy Board, or the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board, 
or the Central Intelligence Agency, 
or some other department or 
agency with a claim to policy- 
making functions, 

An Endless Trail. 

Often originating such a paper 
is itself an-endless business—one 
important policy paper. originated 
in the State Department required 
nine months in the process of its 
birth. Then when the paper is 


born, it must be “co-ordinated” | 


with the other agencies and de- 
partments concerned. This is an 
even more endless business. . 
By tortuous routes, the paper 
makes its way up to the senior 
staff of the National Security 
Council, consisting of subordinates 
designated by the actual members 
of the NSC. These subordinates 
are all busy men, who have many 
other things to do. Finally the 
paper is submitted to the mem- 
bers of the Council, even busier 
men. Then, if he approves it, the 
aper is at last signed by the 
sident. 

At this point, the policy pa- 
per originated so long ago em- 
bodies the official polity of the 
United States. The trouble is 
that by this time the paper has 
usually been co-ordinated to 
death. The co-ordinating proc- 
ess has involved so many com- 
promises that the paper is noth- 
ing but a meaningless mush. 

The idea Dulles has discussed 
with Eisenhower and others would 
radically alter the laborious and 
spasmodic process of making 
American policy. 


Staff of Experts. 

A staff. of distinguished and ex- 
perienced men would be recruited 
and placed under the direct cori- 
trol of the National Security 
Council.. This staff might include 
officials on loan from individual 
departments, but it would be 
“owned,” in bureaucratic par- 
lance, by the NSC. Its members 
would have one job and one job 
only—to plan American long- 
range.‘policy in specific, realistic, 
and unmushy terms. To give this 
national staff authority and pres- 
tige, its chairman should himself 
be a member of the NSC. 

As Dulles is well aware, there 
may be serious practical objec- 
tions to this proposal. Above all, 
there is the problem of conflicting 
authority. What happens when 
the Secretary of State himself, for 
éxample, strongly opposes the 
views. of the national policy plan- 
ning staff? But at least it is re- 
assuring that Eisenhower and 


Dulles have been thinking in such 
terms.

EN. EISENHOWER, who 
G worked with and under Frank- 

lin Roosevelt all during 
World War II, is taking a leaf or 
two from F.D.R.’s book. 


Roosevelt not only got away on 
a cruiser or yacht three or four 
times a year, but usually took 
members of the Cabinet with him. 
It gave him a chance both to rest 
and consider long-range problems. 


Eisenhower also plans frequent 
rests from the wear and tear of 
office grind. While at NATO 
in Paris he tried to spend at least 
part of every afternoon on the 
golf course. This, and a fairly 
rigid diet, kept him in good 
shape.

Petitions 
supporting the latter plan have now been ap- 
proved in both city and county, though a lawsuit 
may delay certification in the county. 

Both proposals call for publie ownership. The 
principal argument for this form of ownership 
lies in the savings which can be made, to be put 
into better service.. Unlike a private utility, a 
public transit system would be exempt from 
some taxes, and would not have to pay dividends 
to stockholders, : 


The first question is raised just here: How 
can St. Louis, which is struggling financially, af- 
ford to give up tax revenues to help transit? 

The answer is that the city should not have to 
give up significant revenue. Most public transit 
systems make payments in lieu of local taxes. 
The chief exemptions they enjoy are not from 
city taxes but from the federal income tax and 
some gas and license taxes. These, plus the 
profits saved, might add up to $3,200,000 a year 
for improving service. 

om s.. s 

Another question is of this kind: Chicago has 
public transit ownership, and why doesn’t it 
work better? 

The answer to this is that the Chicago Transit 
Authority, which is still only five years old, 
works much better than the old mixture of pri- 
vate systems could do. CTA had to incur a heavy 
debt to buy out run-down private companies. 
Despite this, CTA has managed to spend $71,- 
000,000 to modernize its equipment and it has 
provided faster transit service. 

Bad examples of public ownership arise where 
politics rides the bus routes. But Chicago, Cleve- 
land and Seattle show the advantages of public 
ownership where the door is shut tight to poli- 
tics and the financing is sound. 


The next question is: What kind of manage- 
ment should public ownership have? 


City Hall’s plan for a city transit system goes 
far to keep politics out of the management and 
is good in other details. A metropolitan authori- 
ty likewise should have non-partisan manage- 
ment. And it would be a step further removed 
from political interests in any one city. 


But the general objection which City Hall offi- 
cials make to a metropolitan authority is this: 
Would it not have to operate unsound bus lines 
in thinly-settléd county areas, and require city 
transit riders to help pay for such operations? 

The answer is that some “unsound” bus lines 
have got to be supported, whether they are in 
the county or the city. That is one reason why 
a transit problem exists: because fares that are 
high enough to make a line financially “sound” 
are so high that bus riders shift to automobiles. 

This does not mean, however, that a metro- 
politan authority would be powerless to deal 
with differing conditions in different sections. 
It would have power to install zone fares and 
to require proper payment from districts which 
demand less-profitable routes. 

a * . 

In our opinion, the important administrative 
decisions as to subsidization, zone fares and so 
on should be made by an agency representing 
the whole area to be served, not by an agency 
representing the city’s interest alone. 

Still other questions arise on this point: Does 
St. Louis county deserve a part in management? 
City Counselor Crowe notes that few transit rid- 
ers come from the county. 

The answer is that it would be better for the 
city, its business and traffic if more county peo- 
ple coming into St. Louis did ride busses. Many 
who used to do so now use automobiles because 
of the costly, balkanized transit service. 

Yet Mr. Crowe says, “It is my feeling that if 
the county has a transit problem, they should 
solve it by buying their own lines... . ” This is 
the same kind of argument that led to the pres- 
ent disintegration of transit service. The logical 
consequence of it would be two transit authori- 
ties for one urban area! 

Such a piecemeal approach to transportation 
would be the reverse of community progress. 
The best reason for organizing transit on a 
metropolitan rather,than a city basis is that the 
community which it serves is metropolitan. : 
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When Will the Dirt Fly ¥ (2) 
The City Plan Commission has given its ap- 
proval to the general outlines of the redevelop- 
ment plan for the plaza district. 


This is the proposal to link Aloe and Memo- 
rial plazas with a park area on the site now oc- 
cupied by unsightly structures between 15th and 
18th streets, and to replace other tired buildings 
to the north of this park area with seven modern 
apartment buildings. 

Says the Plan Commission: “Development of 
this project will substantially aid in creation of 
new values and the stabilization of surrounding 
areas. The development should be a major ac- 
complishment in the rehabilitation of the cen- 
tral section of the city.” 

The plans must now go to Washington for 
approval, and meanwhile the city must find a 
means of financing its share of the cost. When 
do we start? When does the first blighted build- 
ing come down and the first new structure go 
up? When, as we asked once before, does the 
dirt fly? ,

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No Scuttling of Controls 
Michael V. DiSalle, former price stabilizer, 
has made a strong and reasoned case for the 


- continuation of wage and price controls in some 


form beyond April 30, when the present act ex- 
pires. Whatever may be the decision on that, the 
case is even stronger for a continuation of the 
present controls at least until the Eisenhower 
Administration has a chance to grapple with the 
long-range question, 

The United States Chamber of Commerce, the 
National Association of Manufacturers, and the 
CIO are making a serious mistake, we think, in 
endeavoring to bring about a quick scuttling of 
the program now. 

Both the Chamber of Commerce and the 
N.A.M, have urged business men to refuse to 
serve on the Wage Stabilization Board in place 
of the industry members who resigned in a 
body. What is this but a strike against the Gov- 
ernment—an effort to scuttle the controls pro-* 
gram by pressure and intimidation? 

It is one thing for an individual member of 
the WSB to resign when he feels he cannot con- 
scientiously go along with a particular stabiliza- 
tion policy, such as the President’s veto of the 
WSB coal decision. But it is quite a different 
matter for| business leaders to attempt to organ- 
ize a boycott against the board. We hope that 
President Truman can find able and patriotic 
members who are willing to serve for a few 
weeks even though they may agree, as we do, 
that the unfortunate coal decision dealt a seri- 
ous blow to the whole structure of controls. 

If decontrol is to be accomplished, it should 
be only by deliberate and reasoned decision, 
after all the evidence on both sides has been 
calmly appraised. That is why it is important 
that President Truman should turn over to the 
Eisenhower Administration a functioning con- 
trol program. With all its weaknesses, with all 
its burden of past mistakes, the present program 
is at least a program. 

Mr. DiSalle’s tase for continuation of controls 
beyond next April rests on the uncertainties of 
the future and the fact that many potentially 
inflationary influences are still present. “Any 
change in business or consumer psychology,” as 
he says, “would readily release a new buying 
spree of record-breaking proportions.” And he 
adds: “Why should we make the-choice immedi- 
ately between the certainty of stability and the 
unknown developments that might occur should 
we destroy this weapon that may be needed in 
our economic armament?” 

Impressive evidence on the other side un- 
doubtedly can be marshaled. Let it be marshaled, 
for Congress and for the country. But let us 
not permit controls to be scuttled before the 
decision has been made. 
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Delay on a School 

The delay in moving ahead with construction 
of the School Board’s proposed $6,000,000 tech- 
nical high school is most disturbing. The school 
is the key structure in the board’s building pro- 
gram. Until its.100 rooms are ready for occu- 
pancy, little can be done to alleviate overcrowd- 
ing in the Negro high schools. 

V, Harry Rhodes, the board’s Building Com- 
missioner, is the official responsible for this 
work. Only last month he was predicting that 
contracts. for the building’s foundations would 
be let in January, and that the school probably 
would be ready for pupils in the fall of 1955. 

Within the last 30 days, however, he has sud- 


. denly discovered that test borings will be neces- 


sary to determine the underground character of 
the site, on Northrup avenue, near Kingshigh- 
way. This will delay the start of construction 
two months; and, depending upon the yesults, 
may increase costs. : 

But what many a parent will want to know is 
why it has taken Mr. Rhodes so long to discover 
the need for additional borings. Last December, 
four months before the board purchased the 
site, tests were made after some members ques- 


- tioned whether-old clay mines in the area might 


create construction difficulties. 
Board Members are not technicians, and they 


-had to depend upon Mr. Rhodes for guidance. 


He offered no objections to the site, and the 
board purchased it. In June, it approved his pre- 
liminary plans. Since then, the only word on 
the school was Mr, Rhodes’ glowing report of 
last month. 

Mr. Rhodes is human and if there have been 
honest oversights they can be forgiven. But his 
refusal to discuss the matter with board mem- 
bers at a public meeting is something else. They 
are the people’s representatives. and they have 
a right to know what went wrong so that future 
difficulties can be avoided.

A New Way'to Raise Money 

The Democrats have a new idea. 

In a series of newspaper advertisemenfs, the 
first of which already has appeared in New York, 
they are turning directly to the people for funds 
to support the party’s activities as an “intelli- 
gent, creative opposition.” 


The advertisements, which will appear all over - 


the country, are the first of several steps for at- 
tracting a large number of small contributions, 
says National Chairman Stephen A. Mitchell. No 
doubt, the appeal had its origin in Beardsley 
Ruml’s campaign for $5 contributions before the 
election. But it is especially interesting to see 
this drive made after the election, and after an 
election which the Democrats lost. 

The idea of small individual contributions is 
reminiscent of the dues collected by British 
political parties. Indeed, Mr. Mitchell speaks of 
“membership certificates” for thosé who con- 
tribute. Such a document will hardly keep a 
voter from switching allegiance should he find 
reason to do so. And it is not to be praised 
particularly as a device “to hold the ranks.” 
That ought to be done by the positions taken 
by the party’s candidates, past and future. 

What is intriguing is the idea of many small 
gifts to pay a big political bill. The man who 
gives $5 is not likely to demand appointment as 
the local postmaster or tax collector, nor is he 
likely to be looking for the ¢ontract for the 
building of a new atomic energy plant. If he 
comes through, the party will be less beholden 
to those of ample fortune and it will be beyond 
the temptation of putting the “lug” on public 
employes. 

This could be a most encouraging development 
in the raising of political funds. Certainly, itis 
typical of the integrity and the bold thinking 
of the men who conducted Gov. Stevenson’s 
campaign.

New ambassador to Britain outlines steps needed to strengthen 
free world economy; son of man who helped build tariff structure, 
he says even reciprocal trade act fails to reduce trade barriers 
enough; urges action on currency, raw materials, foreign investment. 


From an Address by Winthrop W. Aldrich, 
'  Ambassador-Designate to Great Britain 


I believe that there are four basic prob- 
lems, the ultimate solution of which, 
through the prompt initiative of this coun- 
try, would automatically eliminate many 
of the difficulties which we and our allies 
in the free world now face. 

A vigorous effort to solve these prob- 
lems is the only sound approach to the 
economic situation in which we find our- 
selves in this second half of the twentieth 
century. These four problems are: 

_1. The Existing Inconvertibility of For- 
eign Currencies. 

The free convertibility of currencies 

played a decisive role in the economic 
development of the Western world. It 
underlay the great 
trade expansion of 
the Victorian period. 
It fostered the 
growth of multilater- 
al trading, stimu- 
lated private foreign 
investment, facili- 
tated the develop- 
ment of tourist trav- 
el and spurred the 
flow ‘of immigrant 
remittances. 

We in this coun- 
try must help fre- 

a, Seaprye 4 con- aes | 
vertibility if the eco- : % , 
nomic systems of Winthrop W. Aldrich 
free nations are to be integrated, if their 
productive power is to be consolidated, and 
if we are to present a united front to Com- 
munist imperialism. 


Results of “Easy Money” Policies 


In my judgment, one of the principal 
reasons why convertibility has not been 
achieved and for the persistence of ex- 
change controls has been inflation. The 
presence of inflation in the postwar 
period itself reflects a change in certain 
basic attitudes on the part of governments 
quite different from those prevailing after 


World War I. These attitudes have caused | 


nations to live beyond their means, to ad- 
here to easy money policies, to embark 
on uneconomic ventures and to indorse 
the idea that a little inflation is always a 
good thing. 

2. The Existing Restrictions and Result- 
ing Dislocations of the World Markets in 
Key Commodities. 

In its stockpiling program, this country 
has followed somewhat erratic policies, 
with resulting dislocations in the prices 
of the key raw materials of the world. We 
can make a very important contribution 
to economic stability if, in the future, our 
Government acts with prudence and con- 
sistency in its stockpiling programs. 


Vital to U.S. Security 


Prices of raw materials react sharply 
to small shifts in demand. The economies 
of countries specializing in the production 
of basic raw materials are particularly sub- 
ject to violent fluctuations, with disastrous 
economic and political consequences. We 
should devote our best efforts to protect 
the economies of these countries from 
such fluctuations, because their economic 
welfare is vital to our own security. 

3. The Ezisting Restrictions on Imports 
in the United States Arising From Our 
Tariff and Othe? Regulatory Policies. 

Almost every country in the world lacks 
dollars. Some countries need them in 
order to buy agricultural products and 
modern machinery available only in the 
United States. Others need dollars in 
order to bolster their currencies. The 
quickest and surest way to get these dol- 
lars is to earn them by selling in the 
United States market. 

Unfortunatey, our country has gained — 
and with considerable justification — a 
bad reputation abroad for tariff instability. 

Despite the reductions that have taken 
place in tariff rates since the 
inauguration of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Program, many rates are still 
restrictively high—so high as to exclude’ 
goods from the American market. In 
various ways the restrictive effects of our 


high tariff rates are further aggravated 
through import classifications, changes in 
appraiser rulings and onerous marking re- 
quirements. 

Not alone the current high tariff rates 
but the possibility of increases in existing 
rates through recourse to “peril point’ 
and “escape clause’’ procedures discourage 
foreign producers from entering the Amer- 
ican market. Recently there has been a 
sharp increase in applications for relief 
under the “escape clause.” This is a very 
disquieting development to our friends 
abroad, evidencing as it does a revival of 
protectionist sentiment. 

In fact, it is time we admit that the 
whole foreign trade background of the 
United States has altered so much that 
not even the liberalizing effect of the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements has been 
sufficient to meet our changing situation. 


Infant Industries Become Grownups 


We created our tariff system at a time 
when our country was young. And I think 
you will all remember that my father had 
a great deal to do with the creation of 
that system. It was a time when infant 
industries were supposed to require tar- 
iff protection until they could become es- 
tablished. Today many of our “infant in- 
dustries” have reached maturity. At the 
same time they are outgrowing domestic 
sources of supply of the raw materials on 
which they depend. 

Instead of having an exportable surplus 
of raw materials, the United States is 
suddenly running low in many of them. 
We are now a net importer of petroleum 
products. By 1955 we shall have an im- 
portant flow of iron ore from Canada and 
Venezuela to supplement the trickle that 
has long come from Chile. 

To grant foreign nations freer access 
to the American market we should there- 
fore not only enact a constructive cus- 
toms simplification bill but also should 
reduce our tariff rates still further. The 
United States today is in a position com- 
parable .to: Britain a century ago. It pos- 
sesses a long lead in the productivity of 
its industry, enabling it to foster and to 
direct the international division of labor. 


Opportunity to Insure Peace 


The deficit nations of the world do not 
desire to be dependent upon our bounty. 
European nations and other parts of the 
weld allied to ourselves wish to earn and 
pay their own way. This they will be able 
to do if we are willing to permit the im- 
portation of the products of their skill 
and ingenuity into the United States. 

4. The Necessity for Encouraging the 
Investment Abroad of American Private 
Capital. 

Immediately after the war it was as- 
sumed that private risk capital would flow 
from the United States to develop the 
world’s resources much as private British 
capital went abroad in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. However, investment opportunities at 
home have been so great and the return 
so tempting that private .capital, with the 
notable exception of the oil industry, has 
been reluctant to take risks abroad. 

Obviously, the United States alone can- 
not correct this situation. More than in 
any other field we must have the full co- 
operation of other countries in creating 
common agreement on private rights and 
the integrity of contracts if private capi- 
tal is to be tempted into international in- 
vestments. 

It seems clear to me that the founda- 
tion for a new foreign economic policy in 
our country must be based

“The Frontiers,” a novel by John 
Strachey, author of “The Coming Strug- 
gle for Power,” Minister of War in the 
recent British Labor Government and still 
a member of Parliarhent, is drawn from 
the author’s experiences as a wing com- 
mander in the Royal Air Force during 
World War II. 

The book, according to Mr. Strachey’s 
preface, tries to accomplish two purposes, 
both of them worthy, but neither quite 
realized. Its main function to “make 
a sort of note of what kind of ‘people the’ 
(World War II) pilots ... seemed to be to 
someone who was working in close contact 
with them.” On another level the novel is 
to suggest Mr. Strachey’s “fundamental 
objections . . . to the totalitarian world 
outlook in general and to the Communist 
view of world development in particular.”

De Boneur, a constantly questioning and 
therefore convincing liberal who won't 
save his own life by giving it to Vichy but 
who still argues the folly of prolonging the 
war with James Cranley, makes the best 
and in the end the ogly penetrating state- 
ment about both Fascism and Communism, 

The subjugation of the individual, totali- 
tarianism, under any brand name is evil 
because it says the end justifies the means. 
Even though we might want the proposed 
end, in such a system there is no room 
for morality, duty, honor. The frail gar- 
ments of civilization which distinguish man 
from his animalism fall into shreds. 

“The Frontiers,” held from publication 
for security reasons when it was written in 
1941, has paid the penalty of time. There 
have been too many better escape stories 
written for it to make much of a place for 
itself in that respect, and it seems to me 
that anyone who has given serious con- 
sideration to the philosophy of Russian 
Communism, German Fascism, or French 
or British Democracy already will have 
progressed several steps farther than have 
the conversationalists of “The Frontiers.”

No Settled Policy Yet. 


The formal act of ratification 
by the various governments—par- 
ticularly the French and the Ger- 
man—will mean only whatever 
the parliaments believe that the 
coming re-examination and re- 
negotiation is going to show—and 
particularly, of course, show in 
the way of the American contri- 
bution. 

As a matter of fact the agree- 
ments would not have been signed 
last May but for a tacit under- 
standing in Europe that there 
would be opportunity after our 
election to re-negotiate the mili- 
tary and financial substance of 
the agreements. The treaties 
that were signed last May were 
and still are no more than an 
elaborate declaration of intent to 
rearm Western Germany within 
the framework of a European po- 
litical system. 

Almost certainly the prospects 
of carrying out this intention 
would be improved by recogniz- 
ing candidly how much remains 
to: be worked out before a Euro- 
pean army can in fact be brought 
together. No good has come of 
pretending that the documents 
signed last May meant that the 
“integration” of Western Europe 
and the formation of a German 
Army within “a European army” 
was now the settled policy of 
Western Europe. 


New Men, Same Officers. 


It was an illusion to think that 
there would soon be a German 
army. There is no German army 
now or immediately in sight. But 
the illusion that there would be 
one has retarded dangerously, 
though perhaps one may hope not 
fatally, the movement towards 
Franco-German reconciliation. 

That movement is the pith and 
substance of all the grandiose 
talk about integration and unity. 
The crucial question about the 
German army is whether it will 
promote or prevent Franco-Ger- 
man reconciliation. 

In order to raise a considerable 
German army immediately, as the 
agreements seem to promise, it 
would be necessary to put the 
young German conscripts under 
the officers and noncoms of the 
old German army. This would

France, with its terrible en- 
tanglement in Indochina, cannot 
hope to have an army in Europe

| not raise a comparable army. We 


will not raise it. 

The fact of the inatter then is

Germans Reject It, Too. 


This is a prospect which is not 
only unacceptable to most of the 
non-Germans in Europe, It is un- 
acceptable to a great mass, prob- 
ably a majority, of the Germans 
themselves. The German oppo- 
sition to German rearmament has 
many causes. But none is so 
powerful as the belief that the 
young democratic republic is too 
frail to withstand the pressure 
and the intrigues of an army un- 


officers. 

One may safely say, I think, 
that the proposal to reconstitute 
a German army was politically 
premature, For that reason it is 
being resisted and obstructed 
everywhere in Europe. It will un- 
avoidably have to be re-examined 
and re-negotiated. The wisest 
course, I believe, would be to 
recognize the need for this re- 
examination, and then to review 
the program for the German divi- 
sions in the perspective of a gen- 
eral review of the strategy of Eu- 
ropean defense. 

That general review has to be 
undertaken anyway. It has be- 
come necessary in part because 
the Europeans cannot, in part be- 
cause they will not, carry out the 
full Lisbon program. There is a 
wide and growing belief in mili- 
tary circles abroad, perhaps also 
here, that the Lisbon program is 
not only exorbitant economically 
but that strategically it is anti- 
quated, and that a review of the 
military planning is not only nec- 
essary for economic and political 
reasons but is urgently desirable 
for military reasons. 


New Officers First. 


The coming re-examination 
might perhaps mean then that 
the program of German rearma- 
ment could be stretched out, that 
the rate of the German buildup 
could be slowed while the rate of 
other kinds of Atlantic rearma- 
ment, particularly atomic, might 
be increased and accelerated. 

Ideally the schedule of German 
rearmament should be based on 
the time it would take to train a 
new corps of officers, one not in- 
doctrinated in the old German 
army. The nearer NATO could 
come to this ideal, the less would 
be the political resistance to Ger- 
man rearmament not only in 
France and on the Continent but 
in Germany itself, 

The recognition of this ideal as 
a principle of German rearma- 
ment would, I venture to think, 
do much to restore the prospects, 
now so badly shaken, of the move- 
ment to reconcile France and 
Germany. And that reconciliation 
would, we should remember, be 
worth a lot more than a handful 
of doubtful divisions to the ef- 
fective defense of Europe.

TWO-WEEK ANESTHESIA 
NABDOMINAL SURGERY 


Washington U. Team An- 
nounces New Technique in 
Using Crystalized Novocaine. 


A newstechnique of administer- 
ing anesthesia, which kills the 
pain of the surgeon’s incision in 
stomach or gall bladder operations 
for as long as two weeks, was an- 
nounced today by two Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine 
physicians. 

The technique not only mini- 
mizes discomfort of the patient 
following an operation but also 
lessens the possibility of post- 
operative complications, it is 
pointed out by Dr. Robert W. Bart- 
lett, assistant professor of clinical 
surgery, and Dr. Douglas W. 
Eastwood, director of the division 
of anesthesia, in the December, 
issue of the scientific journal 
Surgery. 

Using a new, long-lasting anes- 
thetic agent, they block off the 
lower intercostal nerves on each 
side of the chest. Those nerves 
carry pain sensations from the 
body wall of the upper abdomen. 

Crystals That Dissolve Slowly. 

The drug, which has the trade 
name Efocaine, is novocaine pre- 
pared in such a way that it firms 
tiny crystals which take a week or 
two to dissolve, and are effective 
throughout that period. 

In addition, the doctors use a 
light general anesthesia, such as 
sodium pentothal and nitrous 
oxide, to stop the aching pain 
caused by the surgeon’s movement 
of internal organs. 

Without: severe post-operative 
pains, the patient is able to 
breathe deeply and cough. This 
tends to keep the respiratory 
tract clear of accumulations which 
otherwise may lead to pneumonia, 
the doctors explained. 

In addition, the patient can 
walk within a few hours after

of the laws.” 

On this seemingly plain and 
simple statement, opponents of 
segregation in our public schools 
base their case that Negro chil- 
dren should be admitted to pub- 
lic schools with white children. 
That now {fs forbidcj:n, either in 
a blanket ban or with qualifica- 
tions, in 17 states and the District 
of Columbia, our national capital. 
The present cases, brought on be- 
half of four states and the na- 
tional capital, constitute an at- 
tack on segregation in public 
schools wherever it exists. 


Penalties Overlooked. 


The Supreme Court has before 
it a decision by an earlier court— 
back in 1896—in a case involving 
segregation in public transporta- 
tion. That lays down the principle 
that the “equal protection” guar- 
anteed by the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment may be effected by “sepa- 
rate but equal” facilities. So far 
as public schools go, those who 


meaning that included workers 
and permitted various forms of 
exploitation, even including child 
labor.

Such exploitation of workers

A Great Decision. 


As to the latter, nothing testi- 
fies so graphically perhaps as the 
prelude to that moving tragic epic 
of our civil war—“John Brown's 
Body”—in which Stephen Vincent 
Benet described the rough old 
New England sea captain conning 
his Bible in his cabin to the 
swaying lamp of a turbulent sea 
while his ship carried, in its dirty 
and filthy hold below, a cargo of 
black human beings from Africa 
to be sold into slavery in “the 
land of the free.” 


Negroes were not adapted to 
the harsh New England climate 
then. They were sold in the South, 
first to work in the tobacco fields, 
later in the cotton fields after Eli 
Whitney had turned his inventive 
genius into the cotton gin. 


We are, surely, all guilty, and 
the great problem rests on our 
souls as it does on those of the 
nine men on the Supreme Court. 
We can only pray that whatever 
their wisdom brings forth—and 
their decision will be pondered 
long and carefully—we shall, in 
a tolerant spirit, white and black, 
try to follow as best we can.

CHICAGO, Dec. 12 (AP)—The North Central Association of 
colleges and secondary schools, powerful 19-state accrediting agency, 
soon plans to crack down on violators of its athletic de-emphasis 


program. 

Norman Burns, secretary of the 
group’s commission on colleges 
and universities, said today “vig- 
orous action” was planned shortly 
in “one or two cases” which he 
declined to identify.

Found in the Stores

IT MAY COME as a blow to the toy manufac- 
turers but little boys, age one and just beyond 
(“yearlings,” the weighty psychology books call 
them) do not have much use for toys.

Pull toys, edu- 
cational toys, stuffed toys. Fat gray elephants with 
pink ears, rubber bodied dolls, rattles, balls, rings, 


Small boys, we have @bserved, would rather play 
with sewer covers and pieces of corroded pipe, 
with tin cans and petrified paint brushes, with 
bits of fuzz on the floor, with ashtrays, preferably 
abrim with cigarette butts, with cabinets of any- 
thing—pie pans or rock crystal, it makes no differ- 
ence, with wires that dangle and are attached to 
lighted objects which topple over when the wire 
is tugged smartly. ; 

They like things that mgve, such as door handles, 
faucets on bathtubs or other plumbing equipment, 
television knobs, and eggbeaters. They have port- 
folio complexes (the weighty books on psychology 
assure the parents that this is normal and. does 
not necessarily mean they will grow upto be 
diplomatic attaches).

ACCORDING TO POPULAR belief and the lists 
cataloguing approved toys in the weighty psychol- 
ogy books, the yearling is supposed to. like pull 
toys.

EQUALLY HIGH on the list of approved toys are 
the educational toys that come apart. We have a 
fine one, a cone made of square blocks with round 
holes which fit onto a peg. 

Every day he politely takes it apart, puts it to- 
gether, pushes it aside, So much for the educa- 
tional toy. He prefers getting his education in a 
more fundamental manner. 

For instance, on wash day, which starts every 
morning at nine o'clock, there is a length of hose 
which empties water from the washing machine 
into the sewer.

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The Doctor's Notebook 
Multiple Sclerosis, Report

EW developments in the na- 
Netion-wide campaign to fight the 

crippling nerve disease, mul- 
tiple sclerosis, were reported at 
the thirteenth semi-annual medi- 
cal meeting of the National Mul- 
tiple Sclerosis Society held yes- 
terday in the Hotel Roosevelt, 
New York City. 

Eleven reports of basic and 
clinical research were presented 
by: the 21 doctors and scientists 
participating in the conference, In 
addition, Dr. Howard A. Rusk, di- 
rector of the Institute for Physical 


: Medicine and Rehabilitation, New 


York University-Bellevue Medical 
Center, spoke on “‘Total Rehabili- 
tation in Multiple Sclerosis.” Re- 
search was the keynote of the 
scientific sessions. 

About 250,000 persons are af- 
flicted with this chronic nerve 
disease* Its eause and cure are 
not yet known. The National 
Multiple Sclerosis Society, with 
headquarters at 270 Park avenue, 
New York 17, N.Y., has supported 
26 research projects at leading 
medical centers in this country 
and abroad since its organization 
six years ago. Funds come largely 
from individual and group con- 
tributions. * 


IN A REPORT from the Mul- 
tiple Sclerosis Clinic of New York 
University-Bellevue Medical Cen- 
ter, Dr. Morton Nathanson said 
that they had seen about 300 MS 
patients in their three years of 
operation. They have found that 
the majority of patients (69 per 
cent) had their greatest frequency 
of attacks in the first three years; 
thereafter, however, the condition 
remained about the same, with 
only an occasional severe increase 
of symptoms. 

Some of the remainder (16 per 
cent) had attacks that were fol- 
lowed by long periods of improve- 
ment lasting from three to 15 
years or had a slowly worsening 
chain of symptoms with no evi- 
dence of ever having had any 
improvement. Only 15 per cent 
of the MS sufferers showed no 
temporary periods of improve- 
ment. 

Although he reported that about 
three-quarters of the patients ex- 
amined had trouble walking be- 
cause of muscle spasm and too 
great muscle tension, the various 
drugs for relaxing muscles did 
not help much with this walking 
disorder.

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ner of the Columbia University 
College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons reported a treatment that 
temporarily helped some new 
symptoms.* This treatment in- 
volved giving a drug that dilat- 
ed the blood vessels, causing a 
flushing of the skin. The dura- 
tion of this relief following a sin- 
gle treatment had never been 
known. Dr. Brickner has now ob- 
served that new symptoms may be 
improved for minutes*to several 
days after a single flush. He sug- 
gests that carefully timed repeated 
drug administrations may make 
the improvement longer-lasting. 
Previously it was thought that 
continuous use of the drug with 
continuous (and uncomfortable) 
flushing was necessary to main- 
tain any improvement. 

However, this is in no sense a 
cure and is still almost in the 
experimental stage. It is encour- 
aging, though, that any symptoms 
can be even temporarily relieved 
or abolished by such treatment.

A TANTALIZING report was 
presented by Dr. Orville T. Bailey 
of the Indiana University Medical 
School regarding a multiple 
sclerosis-like disease produced 
by a virus in mice, This virus is 
strictly a research tool because it 
does not produce human disease. 
But, in mice, the nerve fibers af- 
fected by the disease recover their 
function completely after the 
acute disease subsides. 

In mice paralyzed after infec- 
tion with JHM virus, complete or 
almost-complete recovery takes 
place if the animals are kept 


alive for a month or more. This 


proves that mice nerve fibers re- 
main intact, since nerve fibers do 
not regrow in the central nervous 
system. 

Perhaps some useful basic in- 
formation from these mouse 
studies will eventually be ap- 
plicable to human MS. This is 
not true now. However, it is en- 
couraging that changes similar to 
MS occurring in the nerves of any 
animal can be followed by com- 
plete recovery. 

Most of the other research pa- 
pers dealt with complicated 
changes in body chemicals and 
fluids in this disease. These are 
important parts of the basic re- 
search aimed at discovering the 
cause and underlying nature of 
multiple sclerosis.

the reports showed how great is 
the research effort on this dis- 
ease.

The pectin insures a _ firm 
product that is easier to pack 
than some of the jams and con- 
serves made without it. If you 
prefer the softer texture of these, 
just be sure that the glasses stand 
upright when they are packed.

JAMS AND JELLIES. 


The recipes given today are ex- 
amples of those that do not have 
to be handled too carefully. 


Oranges, that now have thin 
skins and are less sweet than 
later in the season, are particu- 
larly appropriate for marmalade. 
They have so much natural pectin 
that they need but the addition 
of sugar. If you like a tangy 
marmalade, combine grapefruit, 
orange and lemon. With the dried 
fruit jams, you may, if you like, 
add nuts and seedless raisins. 

Ginger Apricot Jam. 


Three and one-half cups water, 
one-half pound dried apricots, two 
tablespoons lemon juice, one-half 
cup (one-fourth pound) preserved 
ginger, seven cups sugar, one bot- 
tle liquid fruit pectin. 

‘Add water to dried apricots. 
Cover and let stand four hours 
or overnight. Drain fruit. Chop 


very fine and return to liquid. 


Measure four cups of fruit and 
liquid into large saucepan. Add 
lemon juice, ginger and sugar and 
mix well. Place over high heat, 
bring to a full rolling boil,’ and

Thaw strawberries as directed 
on package. ‘ Place in large sauce- 
pan. Add lemon juice and sugar 
to fruit and mix well. Place over 
high heat, bring to a full rolling 
boil, and boil hard one minute, 
stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat and at once stir in liquid 
fruit pectin. Stir and skim by 
turns for five minutes to cool 
slightly, fo prevent floating fruit. 
Ladle into glasses and cover at 
once with one-eighth-inch hot par- 
affin. Yield: about nine medium 
glasses.

‘Famous, 


Fix It Yourself 


Damp Walls. 

rE have somewhere in our 

files a number of letters from 

people who complain that 
the walls of their homes are 
damp. Now if this were only the 
outside walls we wouldn’t worry 
too much because outside walls 
do become damp, especially after 
a rain. Trouble is that the damp 
walls these readers have are in- 
side walls and this isn’t good. 

If interior walls become damp 
enly during the cold weather then 
nine times out of 10 the trouble 
is caused by condensation and in- 
sulating the walls or painting the 
interior wall with aluminum 

paint, if the wall is already in- 
a 2 should help matters con- 


siderably. 

What is happening is that con- 
Gensation is either occurring on 
a cold uninsulated wall or water 
vapor is condensing on the cold

the insulation and the interior 
wall covering. 


When a wall is damp most of p 


the year then look for trouble 
on the outside wall. Either there 
are leaks in the siding or rain is 
being driven in through seams 
between siding and window 
frames. 

Coating the inside wall cover- 
ing isn’t going to help much in 
a case of this sort. You can coat 
the inside walls with a dozen 
coats of aluminum paint and 
they'll still be damp. 


What you must do is to locate 
the cause of the trouble on the 
outside wall and correct it. Maybe 
caulking the seams will do the 
trick or using a waterproof com- 
pound over brick or stucco. 

In some cases the outside wall 
is in such poor condition that the 
best remedy is to overcoat it with 
a new layer of siding.

Uncle Ray's Column

LETTER which relates to 

the human nose has come to 

me from Miss M. H. Sander- 
son. 


She writes: “I would very much 
appreciate your answering a ques- 
tion which has me puzzled. Very 
often, when someone describes 
another person, the expression 
‘Roman nose’ is used. Could you 
tell me why this came into use? 
I have noticed that many people 
from Italy do not have the so- 
called ‘Roman noses.’”

THAT EXPRESSION grew from 
the fact that many men and 
women in ancient Rome had 
strong and prominent noses. 

A standard dictionary defines 
a Roman nose as having a “some- 
what aquiline” shape, and says 
that an aquiline nose is “promi- 
nent, like the beak of an eagle.” 
The word “aquiline” came from 
the Latin word for “eagle.” 

So far as I can discover the 
truth by studying hundreds of 
faces of ancient Romans, as shown 
in statues, drawings and paint- 
ings, the average Roman had a 
prominent, but straight, or fairly 
straight, nose.

WHILE WE ARE on the sub- 
ject of noses, let me quote these 
words of a public speaker: 

“All great men have 
noses.” 

I heard that statement more 
than 20 years ago, and since then 
some research to 
learn what truth, if any, there 
might be in it. Pictures of fa- 
mous men of many lands show 
that some of them have had small 
noses, but the majority have had 
prominent noses. 

Women tend to have smaller 
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noses than men, due largely to 
this fact: The face of a woman 
is smaller. Ancient pictures in- 
dicate that both Roman and 
Greek women had larger noses 
than women of the present day. 

The size of a nose is, in gen- 
eral, in proportion to the size of 
the face. The nose of a man or 
woman usually occupies one third 
of the distance from the bottom 
of the chin to the top of the fore- 
head. The tiny noses of babies 
and small children fail to fellow 
this rule, but give them time and 
their noses will grow!
